State Division Is Not Proper Move 
(San Bernardino Sun) 

Talk is again developing that has as its 
purpose agitation for state division—to i- 
vide the great state of California. 

There are people in both Southern Cali- 
fornia and Northern California who would 
welcome the splitting of the state. There is 
some sentiment in the south that the north is 
too grasping and seeks o control most of the 
state departments and appropriations. There 
is some sentiment in the north that Southern 
California is provincial and that it has forced 
regulations not welcomed by the north. 

But only a small minority of the people of 
California are really concerned with either 
attitude. It is true that the northern portion 
of the state has so manipulated state politics 
as to secure the greater share of the expendi- 
tures of high way funds, and the southern 
portion of the state has countered by refusal 
to support additional appropriations until 
there is an agreement that the division will 
be equitable. But it is highly improbable that 
the majority of the people who are opposed to 
providing additional revenues until the divi- 
sion is equal would approve of such a drastic 
step as state division. 

The sections of California need to adjust 
their differences and present a solid front in 
the forward movement for greater develop- 
ment. It is true that the development of 
Southern California was much faster than 
the application of more modern methods in the 
northern portion of state, but cities and agri- 
cultural regions in the north have neverthe- 
less shown great growth. 

The fame of Southern California is of gen- 
eral benefit to the north. The beauties of the 
Yosemite Valley and the big trees add to the 
general attraction of California and aid in 
promoting travel to the west. 

The division of California could serve no 
good purpose to Southern California, except 
increase the representation of the Pavifie 








‘Coast in the United States Senate, and the 


shattering of a glorious history of three-quar- 
ters of a century would be a sacrifice too 
great for such compensation. Southern Cali- 
fornia has the votes to elect a governor of 
California and if it is dissatisfied with the 


' policies of the existing state administration 


it could cure the situation at the polls.

Two pounds of rock cod or 
bass, cut in thick slices. Make 
a sauce of one onion sliced and 
browned. in two tablespoons of 
olive oil, add one cup of cooked 
tomatoes, sprinkle in some chop- 
| ped parsley, and three tablespoons 
of vinegar. Let this boil for five 
minutes, then place in fish and 
stew slowly for one hour. Add a 
little water if necessary. 


Creamed Fish 

Two cups of cooked fish, pick 
into small pieces, put in pan and 
cover with milk. When well heat- 
ed through, add one beaten egg, 
two teaspoons flour and half cup 
of milk, pinch of salt, pepper and 
nutmeg. Stir in fish, and cook 
until creamy. Serve on rounds 
of buttered toast, with peas or 
summer squash:

Baked Fish 


Wash and dry any fish weighing 
4 or 5 pounds, dredge with salt 
and pepper and place in a butter- 
ed pan. Pour over it a quart of 
chopped tomatoes, a large onion, 
chopped fine, and a large spoonful 
of chopped parsley. Add a little 
cayenne pepper and salt. Pour 
over all half cup of fine oil or 
melted butter, and then bake slow- 
ly until well done. 





Stuffed Baked Cucumber 

The cucumber, which has long 
been served as a raw vegetable, 
has recently undergone cooking 
experiments which have resulted 
in successful dishes. Stuffing and 
baking the cucumber is one of the 
Lew ways of serving it. In this 
way it can be served with meat 
and potatoes just like any. other 
vegctable and it is also appro- 
priate for a luncheon dish in it- 
self. 

Peel the cucumbers, cut length- 
wise into halves, remove the seeds 
‘land stuff with the following mix- 
ture: 

Mix together one cup of sifted 
bread crumbs, two 


thirds of a teaspoon salt, one-third 
teaspoon pepper and one quarter 
cup stock, gravy, milk or canned 
tomato, as preferred.

Green Beans 

Take one quart of Kentucky 
snap bean and boil for thirty min- 
utes, then add two tablespoonfuls 
of meat drippings and boil for one 
hour. Salt to taste, take one tea- 
spoonful of flour and moisten with 
sweet milk, add one pint of milk 
to this, put in the beans, stir and 
cook for five minutes. 





Save Time in Preparing Citrus 
Fruits For Salads 
In making fruit salad or cock- 


sitail one often wishes to remove 


the sections of the orange or 
grapefruit in whole pieces from 
the white membrane to which it 
is attached. If the following pro- 
cedure is used much time and 
labor will be saved and the sec- 
tions may be easily removed with- 
out being broken up into small 
pieces.

A RECORD YIELD 


San Bernardino County's grape 
total 5,000 cars, accord- 


crop will 
estimate of C. H. Jones, 


the 


Jones writes of 
his opinion concerning the grape 
crop in the monthly P. HE. em- 
ployes’ magazine. 

More than 5,000 cars will be 
necessary to carry off the yield 
on 45,000 acres, Joncs believes. 

Mr. Jones, regarded as an au- 
thority on the grape situation in 
this county, bears out the early. 
season predictions in his article, 
reading as follows: 

“puring the month of September 
almost 300 cars of grapes were de- 
livered to connecting carriers, des- 
tined to eastern markets, and 
originating along the lines of the 
Pacific Electric in San Bernar- 
dino county. With favorable 
weather conditions shipments will 
continue until latter part of Oc- 
tober. 

“Last year San Bernardino 
eounty stood seventh in the state 
in number of. cars of grapes ship- 
ped, with a total of 2,213 cars. 
The county has 34,654 acres of 
grapes, of which 23,208 are in full 
pearing. There are 14,925 acres 
of juice grapes pearing and 7,159 
acres of newly planted; 1,646 acres 


of bearing table grapes and 1,310 
acres of bearing 
s of 


newly planted. 

“The forwarding of juice grapes 
to castern markets is & compara- 
tively new innovation, but has 
made wonderful strides. With the 
past few years the marketing of 
juice -grapes through eastern mar- 
kets has grown from practically 
nothing to 58,000 carloads — last 
year, and prospects for larger out- 


“Prices this season have vbeen 
very satisfactory to the growers. 

“Southern California grapes are 
increasing in popularity through- 
out eastern markets on account of 
fine quality. In this section they 
are much cleaner and freer from 
various diseases which affects 
grapes in other producing centers. 

“pie to over production, the 
raisin market is very much de- 
pressed and but very few raisins 
are being made this year. No 
doubt many acres of raisin grapes 
will be pulled out and replaced by 
juice or table varieties. 

“tn view of the fact it is poss- 
ible to produce fair crops of grapes 
without irrigation, many thousands 
of acres of apparently worthless 
land have been turned into valu- 
able producing property, material- 
ly increasing the prosperity of 
San Bernardino and other coun- 
ties. 

“Some idea of the magnitude of 
grape industry of California can 
be realized when it is figured the 
crop is sufficient to supply every 
American citizen forty pounds of 


grapes.”

At this time last season 


there were approximately 1000 
cars of Valencias remaining for 
shipment. For the period of 
October 19 to 31 inclusive, |’ 
shipments totaled 823 cars. 
Navels in October 

Shippers are now beginning 
to turn their attention to Cen- 
tral California and Northern 
California early navel  dis- 
tricts. Cool nights are hasten- 
ing the coloring of navels. In- 
dicaticns are that ‘‘first’’ cars 
of the 1925-26 crop will go 
torward the last week of Octo- 
ber. The first two cars of the 
1924-25 crop of navels were 
shipped from the Woodlake 
district in Tulare County on 
October 29. 

Picking and packing in some 
of the more favored locations 
tor the early maturing of na- 
vels will commence the latter 
part of next week. It will be 
well along about Nov. 10, how- 
ever, before operations get into 
full swing. 

In Southern California dis- 
tricts the navel crop is moving 
along in good shape. A few 
ears will probably go out frora 
the earliest districts the latter 
part of November. Estimates 
on the probable size of the 
erop in Southern California 
vary oensiderably. Districts 
that produced a short crop last 
year aré mostly showing a 
heavier yield, while on the oth- 
er hand, districts that had no 
shortage last season show no 
increase in yield. The extreme 
hot weather the latter part of 
July, followed by the Septem- 
ber hot spell, developed con- 
siderable ‘‘splits’’ in the . na- 
vels of some districts. These 
factors are all being taken into 
consideration in the November 
estimate which is under way 
and which will be of more 
value than preliminary esti- 
mates early in the season.

Estimates Differ Af 
Florida. shippers still hold 
that 16,000,000 boxes will rep- 
resent their total citrus crop 
this season, notwithstanding 
government’s estimate of 19,- 
000,000 boxes. The total or- 
ange crop is placed by ship- 
pers at 10,000,000 boxes and 
grapefruit 6,000,000 boxes. 

To Oct. 16, inclusive, Florida 
has shipped a total of 30 cars 
of oranges and 266 cars of 
grapefruit, as compared with 
no oranges and 70 cars of 
‘grapefruit to the correspond- 
ing period last season. 

Under Florida’s new state 
law, it: is unlawful to market 
any citrus fruit between Aug. 
31 and Nov. 26 unless the same 
is accompanied by a maturity 
eertificate issued by an Inspec- 
tor from the department of ag- 
riculture. The fruit must show 
a maturity test of eight to 
one; eight parts of soluble sol- 
ids to one of acid, as applies 
in California. The application 
of the new law in Florida is 
being watchéd with interest. 
While the movement of fruit is 
bound to be slowed down, it 
should work for the general 
good of the jndustry.

Rotary Abroad 

Interesting experiences on 
the oceasions of his visits to 
eight foreign Rotary Clubs 
while on a tour abroad the 
past summer were recited 
Thursday by Rev. John Bar- 
ron Toomay, pastor of Bethel 
Congregational Church, in a 
talk before the Rotary Club in 
luncheon session Thursday at 
Hotel Casa Blanea.

Builds 11 Dwellings 

Dan Jones, well-known building 
contractor, residing at 407 West 
E Street, who has probably erect- 
ed more new dwellings during the 
past five years than any other one 
man or firm, was Friday respons-

As soon as 
these ‘are completed, Mr. Jones 
has plans for the erection of 13 
more dwollings on the north side 
of the street, he having recently 
purchased the entire frontage. The 
street is to be paved at once and 
fully improved. 

Practically all of the houses 
erected by Mr. Jones have been 
built for sale on the easy pay- 
ment plan and he has been mark- 
edly successful. Those on which 
he is shortly to start work are to 
be of both frame and stucco con- 
struction, Five are to cost $2800 
each, three are to cost $3500 each,

WIDE, STATE DECIDES 





Word has been received here 


that the State Highway Commis- 
sion has advertised for bids for 
the widening aud rosurfacing of 


the Ontario-'Riverside highway. 


The work is expected to be one 
of the major projects to be under- 


taken by the state highway com- 


mission in this section next year. 


The plans call for a  20-foot 
roadway instead cf 18 feet as at 
present, and for asphaltic surfac- 
ing. Plans also include a subway 
under the Union Pacific tracks at 
Wineville, eliminating one of the 
most dangerous railway crossings 
between Riverside and Los An- 
geles. 

While the bids will be opened in 
Sacramento on Nov. 9, it is not 
expected that the actual construc- 
tion work: will be started before 
the first of next yeer. The high- 
way commission has a number of 
large paving and re-surfacing pro- 
jects which will be started next 
year and the Ontario-Riverside 
highway is one of them.
